Oreat  Britain's  receipts  from  debt 
settlements  and  reparations  would 
nearly  equal  this  coining  year  the 
amount  which  she  must  pay  to  the 
United  States.  WinMon  Churchill. 
Chancellor  of  she  Exchequer,  today 
toid  a  crowded  flOUM  the  condition 
of  Oreat  Britain's  public  purse 

In  a  three -hour  speech,  which  Mr 
David  Lloyd  Oeorge  and  Mr  Philip 
Snowden  afterwards  declared  was 
the  most  brilliant  performance  of 
Churchill's  career,  the  Chancellor 
called  upon  motorists  to  pay  a  tax 
of  fourpence  a  gallon  on  petrol  for 
the  benefit  of  the  country's  Indus- 
tries He  said  that  taxation  on  the 
Industries  would  be  reduced  accord- 
ingly He  thought  that  this  was  an 
opportune  time  to  impose  the  tax 
and  he  hoped  It  would  not  result  In 
a  reduction  of  consumption.  , 

The  address  was  so  long  that  Mr 
Churchill  took  a  thlrty-mlnute  rest 
Interval  In  the  middle  of  It  to  fortify 
his  voice  for  the  concluding  section. 

Concerning  the  Dawes  plan  re- 
ceipts, he  said  that  the  coming 
financial  year  would  show  an  aggre- 
gate of  nearly  £32,000.000.  He  point- 
ed out  that  this  would  not  be  far 
short  of  the  £32.84ft.000  which  would 
be  paid  to  the  United  8tates.

Deeply  interested  in  the  matter 
of  the  embargo  against  Canadian 
cattle.  Colonel  Mulluis  was  engaged 
In  the  fighting  for  the  removal  ol 
the  stigma  against  Canadian  cattle 
for  about  thirty  years.  He  was  on 
the  floor  ol  the  Imperial  House 
when  the  embargo  was  removed  as 
a  result  of  the  magnificent  efforts 
of  Dr.  Tolmie.  The  Scottish  farm- 
ers had  a  liking  for  the  Canadian 
cattle,  as  wonderful  results  were  ob- 
tained from  the  feeding  of  them.

city's  reverted'  land,  are  chief  items 
of  business  on  the  agenda  for  the 
city  council  meeting  tomorrow 
afternoon. 

The  council  will  decide  this  after- 
noon whether  it  will  accept  the  cash 
offer  for  the  2.317  lota  of  between 
:800.000  and  $900,000  made  bv  ihe 
representatives  of  the  California 
Interests. 

Arrangements  will  have  to  be 
made  with  respect  to  placing  those 
civic  employees  that  so  desire  under 
the  provincial  superannuation 
scheme  for  municipalities.  Mr.  H.  S. 
Pringle.  city  solicitor.  ha3  advised 
the  council  that  owing  to  the 
amendments  made  to  the  Municipal 
Act  at  the  last  session  of  the 
Legislature.  Victoria  can  no  longer 
operate  its  own  pension  scheme. 

Mr.  A.  E.  Todd,  water  consultant, 
recommends  to  the  council  that 
negotiations  be  resumed  between 
Saanich  and  Victoria  with  respect 
to  the  use  of  the  northwest  sewer. 
An  agreement  has  oeen  sanct'oned 
by  Saanich  whereby  iu  residents 
might  use  the  sewer  with  payment 
of  an  initial  fee  and  yearly  rental. 
This  agreement  set  a  maximum  ol 
15,000  imperial  gallons  of  sewage 
per  hour,  however,  while  the  maxi- 
mum set  by  the  city  *-as  10.000  Kal- 
lons.

The  Canadian  Pacific  Railway  Company  has  been 
served  most  efficiently  by  its  steamship  officials 
on  this  coast.  There  Is  no  better  ferry  service  in 
the  world  than  has  been  built  up  here.  The  ex- 
tent to  which  it  has  been  expanded,  its  character 
and  the  foresight  exercised  In  envisioning  traffic 
are  tributes  to  the  sagacity  of  Captain  Troup  and 
his  transportation  staff. 


UNPAiit  DEBTS 


The  British  Oovernment  at  this  time  does 
not  intend  to  ask  the  United  States  for  the 
payment  of  $375,000,000,  a  sum  which  Is  owed 
on  bonds  by  eight  of  the  States  of  the  Union 
These  States,  to  all  intents  and  purposes,  have 
repudiated  their  debts  to  British  bondholders. 
The  latter  have  exhausted  their  efforts  to  se- 
cure payment  through  the  medium  of  the 
court'  All  the  courts  have  been  tried.  Federal 
or  State,  but  a  constitutional  mechanism  denies 
their  claims.  The  matter  has  been  brought  to 
the  surface  again  by  an  article  by  Mr.  Charles 
P.  Howland  In  "Foreign  Affairs."  a  writer  who 
admits  the  debts,  says  they  shoeld  be  paid  and 
how  they  should  be ^h«t. 

Mr.  Howland  says  the  situation  is  not  an 
easy  one  for  the  American  conscience.  The  re- 
pudiating States  are  Alabama.  Arkansas,  Flor- 
ida. Oeorgla.  Mississippi,  North  Carolina,  South 
Carolina  and  Louisiana.  The#  principal  amount 
owed  is  $75,000,000,  which  since  the  time  that 
amount  was  contracted  has  Increased  by  inter- 
est payments  due  to  $375,000,000.  The  debt  Iff, 
not  a  Civil  War  obligation  as  some  suppose  It 
Is  true  the  debt  was  payable  In  Confederate 
money  and  that  currency  ceased  to  exist.  The 
moneys,  however,  were  contracted  for  the  peace 
purposes  of  the  States  concerned,  and,  Mr 
Howland  says,  rested  upon  the  credit  of  Fed- 
eral, not  Confederated,  States.  The  p 
the  moneys  were  wanted  for  at  the  time 
for  railroads,  canals,  plank  roads,  banks,  etc. 
In  speaking  of  the  claims  of  the  bondholders, 
Mr.  Howland  says: 

"Justice  can  be  done  to  them  by  voluntary 
action  of  the  Federal  Oovernment,  which  would 
be  the  more  creditable  on  the  American  part 
In  that  no  proposal  on  this  subject  hae  come 
from  the  British  Oovernment.  The  United 
States  can  offer  to  Oreat  Britain  to  receive  on 
account  of  the  principal  of  the  debt  such  bonds 
of  the  eight  States  mentioned  as  might  be 
lound  valid,  at  their  face  and  unpaid  Interest, 
under  a  stipulation  that  we  should  receive  only 
such  bonds  as  were  owned  by  British  citizens 
prior  to  the  Brittsh  debt  settlement;  It  would 
be  open  to  the  British  Oovernment  to  acquire 
them  for  Its  own  citizens,  after  such  Inquiry 
as  would  Justify  It  In  giving  certification  as  to 
ownership.  An  Impartial  tribunal  should  be 
created  to  consider  the  cases  and  make  a  final 
determination  ....  Their  canons  of  decision 
should  be  drawn  not  from  American  law  but 
from  that  bundle  of  general  practices,  under- 
standings, precedents,  which  we  call  Interna- 
tional law,  and  from  the  standards  of  public 
faith  which  are  adopted  by  the  leading  members 
In  the  Family  of  Nations."

When  Mrs.  Lydla  Pankhurst  looked  down  re-

The  great  step  was  taken  in 
Lilt,  which  gave  female  suffrage  to  women  of 
thirty  and  to  the  wives  of  men  with  the  local 
Oovernment  franchise.

One  of  the  most  hopeful  signs  of  the  progress 
which  higher  education  Is  making  In  the  United 
States  is  the  growing  exercise  of  more  and  more 
exacting  selectivity  In  the  admission  of  appli- 
cants to  universities.  After  ail  the  basis  of  such 
selectivity  should  be  the  likelihood  of  any  given 
applicant  turning  to  the  fullest  advantage  the 
four-year  study  period.  In  these  days  when,  in 
so  many  universities,  it  is  taxpayers  who  are 
paying  the  piper,  they  should  have  some  say  in 
the  matter  of  the  tune  that  Is  played.  Americans 
after  many  years  Appear  to  have  arrived  at  this 
conclusion.  There  Is  a  greater  tendency  to  pro- 
tect the  taxpayers'  money  by  examining  more 
closely  the  promise,  or  lack  of  promise,  of  those 
who  are  clamoring  at  the  doors  of  universities 
subsidized  out  of  State  funds.  Perhaps  the  time 
will  come  when  State-fndonred  Ulit vanities  will 
boast,  more  of  the  quality  of  their  output  than  of 
the  quantity  of  students  they  entertain.  One  of 
the  problems  of  State  education  is  to  weed  out 
the  parasites  who  prey  on  the  public  purse.

From  the 
summit  of  this  mountain  a  wonder- 
ful panorama  opened  up.  among 
some  of  the  points  visible  bring 
Beymour  Narrows,  the  Coast  range 
on  the  Mainland.  Mount  Wadding- 
ton  .Mystery  Mount).  Texada 
Island.  Mount  Arrowsmith.  Mount 
Haker.  the  entrance  to  Vancouver 
Harbor,  the  Nur  Peaks,  the  moun- 
tains of  Straihcona  Park,  a  long 
range  of  permanently  snowclad,  un- 
named mountains  on  the  west,  be- 
6,000  and  7.000  feet  in  altitude;  and 
Mount  Albert  Edward  and  Alexan- 
dra Peak. 

The  country  round  Mount  Becher 
was  pictured  as  dotted  with  hun- 
dreds of  Ukes,  nestling  among  hills 
sparsely  covered  with  trees  or  tree- 
less. Open,  parklike  country  toy 
between  Becher  and  Mount  Albert 
Edward  to  the  West,  this  area  offer- 
ing ideal  camping  sites.  Scenlcally. 
Mount  Albert  Edward  was  in  the 
form  of  a  gigantic  crater  with  the 
north  side  blown  out,  the  narrow 
rim  dropping  sheer  on  both  sides, 
ornamented  with  "red"  snow.  A 
curious  formation,  resembling  a 
colossal  stairway,  gave  an  interest- 
ing and  picturesque  appearance. 
r  Mt  \l>IM  \  VIII  \ 
Alexandra  Peak  and  glacier  were 
described  as  offering  attractions  to 
the  cumber  Exploring  Oyster  River 
his  party  had  come  down  at  one 
place  to  what  they  had  christened 
Paradise  Valley,  because  of  its 
beauty  and  charm.  A  spot  appar- 
ently never  hitherto  invaded  by 
man.  they  had  found  deer  even  at 
midday  feeding  quietly,  so  unac- 
quainted with  huntsmen  that  they 
showed  no  alarm  and  had  allowed 
the  visitors  to  approach  within  fifty 
feet  One  of  the  photographic  views 
endorsed  this  Interpretation  of  the 
district,  showing  ptarmigan  on  the 
snow,  unstartled.  within  a  few  feet 
of  the  three  mountaineers. 

In  moving  the  vote  of  thanks  to 
Mr  Wood,  Mr.  Wheeler  recalled  an 
expedition  Into  Strathcona  Park, 
under  Alpine  Club  auspices  In  1912.

Reforestation  and  sane  policy  of 
taxation  are  necessary  to  preserve 
the  timber  resources  perpetually,  de- 
clared Hon.  J.  D.  MacLean,  Premier 
of  British  Columbia,  ui  an  address 
at  the  weekly  members'  forum  of 
the  Portland  Chamber  of  Commerce 
on  Monday.  The  Premier's  address 
was  a  feature  of  a  programme  for 
observation  of  natlciTl  forest  week 
Mr  H  L.  Corbett.  president  of  the 
State  Senate,  introduced  the  speaker. 

Premier  MacLean,  In  reviewing 
the  different  stages  of  the  timber 
policy  In  British  Columbia,  said 
there  were  evidences  now"  that  a 
plan  has  been  worked  out  that  has 
removed  burdens  on  the  operator, 
that  Is  producing  a  fair  revenue  to 
the  province  and  that  will  conserve 
timber  indefinitely.

EARS 

It  is  surprising  to  see  how  many 
questions  come  into  my  office  dally 
from  correspondents  asking  for  an 
explanation  of  ear  noises,  and  hop- 
ing that  I  can  send  them  informa- 
tion which  will  bring  about  raliaf 
from  this  distressing  sympton. 

Patients  suffering  from  this 
trouble  have  sought  in  vain  for 
help  from  ear  specialists,  although 
whatever  help  received  through 
treatments  has  been  at  best  temp- 
orary This  is,  of  course,  because 
the  real  cause  cannot  be  removed 
through  any  kind  of  treatment  ex- 
cept by  changing  the  habits  ol 
living  which  have  been  responsible 
for  the  disorder. 

The  immediate  Irritation  which 
produces  the  throbbing  noise  is  due 
to  either  high  blood  pressure  in 
the  blood  vessels  of  the  inner  ear, 
or  to  an  accumulation  of  catarrhal 
mucus  around  the  delicate  vibra- 
tory apparatus  which  is  the  Instru- 
ment for  receiving  sound  waves 
from  outside  of  the  ear. 

In  every  case  which  has  come 
inder  my  observation  there  has 
Id  n  no  difficulty  in  bringing  about 
ji  complete  and  permanent  cure. 
This  can  be  effected  merely  by 
dietetic  treatment  which  must  be 
applied  by  the  patient  to  himself. 

Whether  the  derangement  Is 
caused  by  blood  pressure,  or  by 
mucus  pressure,  the  patient  ac- 
tually has  something  which  is  pro- 
ducing sound  from  the  inside  of 
the  ear  instead  of  from  the  out- 
side.

Ii  the  ringing  continues  in  your 
inner  ear,  of  course  you  cannot 
sleep  and  will  consequently  become 
very  nervous,  but  It  is  folly  to  con- 
tinue to  allow  the  "bell"  to  ring 
when  you  can  stop  the  cause  within 
a  few  days. 

In  every  case  a  fast  from  all  food 
for  a  few  days  will  remove  the 
trouble  temporarily,  as  the  blood  | 
pressure  will  be  reduced  if  it  is  too  \ 
high,  or  the  catarrh  will  quickly  | 
dimmish  if  the  cause  lies  in  an 
excess  amount  around  the  tympanic 
bones. 

It  is  doubtless  Interesting  to  have 
the  blood  pressure  taken  berore 
the  fast  in  order  to  find  whether 
or  not  high  blood  pressure  exists. 
If  the  systolic  pressure  Is  not  over 
140  millimeters,  you  can  be  sure 
that  the  difficulty  is  produced  from 
chronic  catarrh.  In  either  case 
the  fasting  and  diet  treatment  will 
bring  about  rapid  change,  with 
quick  relief  from  the  annoying 
throbbing.  A  fruit  fast  should  be 
continued  for  a  week  or  ten  days, 
and  the  diet  to  be  followed  after 
the  fasting  must  be  free  fron  an 
excess  of  carbohydrates. 

Ii  the  trouble  Is  purely  catarrhal, 
all  fats  and  oils  must  be  avoided 
for  a  considerable  period  of  time. 
Milk  should  not  be  used  at  all.  and 
only  a  small  amount  of  cream  and 
butter.  A  blood  stream  which  has 
been  full  of  catarrh  for  years  will 
need  a  rest  from  all  forms  of  car- 
bohydrates and  hydro-carbons,  and 
only  after  several  months  of  living 
on  this  restricted  diet  can  one  ex- 
pect to  be  able  to  return  to  a  well- 
balanced  diet  without  experiencing 
a  slow  return  of  the  catarrhal  ten- 
dencies.- » 

The  blood  must  be  literally 
starved  of  these  mucus-forming 
foods  for  as  long  as  a  year  or  more 
before  the  catarrhal  inclination  will 
disappear  altogether.

"Science  is  becoming  more  remote 
from  dally  life  all  the  time."  he 
went  on  to  say.

They 
had  the  satisfaction  of  knowing, 
however,  that  {he  decline  was  of  an 
orderly  character  and  was  partially 
made  up  before  the  close  For  a 
market  that  has  been  bulled  so  much 
for  months,  it  has  given  a  good  ac- 
count of  itself,  and  it  is  evident  that 
the  great  majority  of  people  inter- 
ested are  of  opinion  that  this  reac- 
tion, like  a  good  many  that  went  be- 
fore, is  not  the  kind  to  be  worried 
about.  There  is  always  a  certain 
amout  of  selling  at  such  times,  but 
when  prices  go  ofT  somewhat  lower 
there  seems  to  be  a  good  demand  or. 
moderate  recessions.  The  public  Is 
so  effectively  sold  on  the  idea  that 
there  will  be  an  era  of  prosperity  for 
years  that  any  chance  to  get  securi- 
ties lower  is  quickly  taken  advan- 
tage of  when  the  recessions  coir..'
